REVAMP BEGINS 
AT CREMATORIUM 


WORK has started on a £1.3 million 
project to revamp and expand a cre¬ 
matorium in Sandwell. 

Rowley Regis Crematorium, in Powke Lane, 
was first opened in 1962. Now it is being updat¬ 
ed to enable it to accommodate larger groups of 
mourners. The project will see the site’s chapel 
double in size to provide more than 100 seats 


for funeral services. 

Architects Martin Critch- 
ell are working in con¬ 
junction with local funeral 
directors and Sandwell 
Council’s bereavement ser¬ 
vices on the design for the 
modernisation. 

Work will also focus on 
creating a new entrance, 
improved toilet facilities, ad¬ 
ditional car parking spaces, 
improvements to the in¬ 
terior and exterior of the 
building and a new waiting 
area for families. Wolver¬ 
hampton-based Interclass 
Pic has secured the contract 
to complete the modernisa¬ 
tion of the crematorium. 

Director and general 
manager Don Ward said: 
“Our team will be working 
closely with council staff 
throughout this project to 
ensure that we respect the 
sensitive nature of the site 
so that disruption to funeral 
services is kept to a mini¬ 
mum.” Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, Sandwell Council’s 
deputy leader, said: “We are

always looking at new ways 
of making improvements 
to frontline services and 
the work at Rowley Regis 
Crematorium is just one of 
a number that have been 
made.” 

Sandwell Council said the 
crematorium will continue 
to be open for business for 
the majority of the seven 
months of the work. As part 
of the improvements to the 
Sandwell Valley Cremato¬ 
rium in West Bromwich, 
a £1.2m centre - allowing 
post-mortem examinations 
to be carried out without the 
need for surgery, using 3D 
scanners to confirm cause of 
death - is being planned. 

It is hoped that the new 
centre will make the process 
less traumatic for bereaved 
families, who would be able 
to request a digital autopsy 
when a post-mortem is re¬ 
quired. The new centre will 
open in October. 


Third blaze at depot 

A FIRE which swept through a derelict warehouse sending 
plumes of pale smoke in the sky was the third arson attack 
at the same site in as many weeks, a fire chief has revealed. 

Firefighters were also pelted with bricks as they tackled 
the fire in Friar Park Road in Wednesbury. 

Arsonists had set fire to a large pile of scrap wood in the 
site’s yard. 

Around 15 firefighters were sent to the scene on Monday 
and worked quickly due to concerns the smoke could con¬ 
tain toxic chemicals. As a precaution, people living near the 
site were asked to close their windows. 


Foghorn something to shout about

IT was once a symbol of Black Country 
engineering, keeping ships safe at sea. 

Now a replica of the famous 
Sandwell Foghorn has gone on dis¬ 
play, standing proudly outside the 
Oak House in West Bromwich. 

The replica foghorn was created 
three years ago as part of an art 
project celebrating Black Country 
heritage. The 19ft long horn, with a 
diameter of 9ft, was created from de¬ 
signs once used by the historic Chance 
Brothers glassworks in Smethwick. 
Photographs of the original foghorn 
were used. 

Chance Brothers established a 


major lighthouse engineering com¬ 
pany in the 19th Century. Garry Mor¬ 
ris, one of those who commissioned 
the replica, said it was a chance for 
the public to take a closer look at it. 
Mr Morris said: “Putting on a display 
like this gives people the chance to see 
just how large it is. 

“It takes hours to assemble. We have 
to put it together using nuts and bolts. 
We like to tour it around the area and 
show it off. It celebrates the industrial 
heritage of Sandwell.” 

Foghorns were used to warn ships 
that they were approaching rocks in 
foggy conditions when lighthouses 


were of no use. The replica foghorn 
was made by Ian Moran, a blacksmith 
and artist based in Cradley Heath. 

The idea came from workshops with 
residents and community groups as 
part of the Forging Links scheme. 

It was funded by £50,000 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, £20,000 from 
the Museums Library and Archives 
Council and £5,000 from Forging 
Links, the Sandwell-based museums 
and arts project. 

It will remain on display until Fri¬ 
day, tomorrow, after that is is going to 
the Red House Glass Cone in Stour¬ 
bridge until the end of November. 


Security 
at fire-hit 
school is 
increased 

SECURITY will be stepped 
up at a derelict fire-hit 
school in the Black Country 
in a bid to stop further ar¬ 
son attacks. 

A blaze ripped through 
the former Holt Farm Pri¬ 
mary School in Blackheath 
at the weekend. Police are 
investigating the fire and 
have now confirmed it was 
started intentionally. 

The 105-year-old building 
has been empty since 2006 
but residents say it is a pop¬ 
ular target for vandals. 

Part of the roof was de¬ 
stroyed by the blaze, which 
took more than two hours to 
extinguish. Flames and huge 
plumes of black smoke were 
visible for miles around the 
scene. 

Initially only crews from 
Smethwick attended the 
scene after the fire was re¬ 
ported at around 4.10pm 
on Saturday but when the 
scale of the fire was estab¬ 
lished back up was called 
and crews from Dudley, 
Highgate, Oldbury, Tipton, 
Ladywood and Haden Cross 
joined them. 

Now the council has 
promised to increase secu¬ 
rity around the site. 

A spokeswoman for West 
Midlands Police said: “The 
attack was arson and of¬ 
ficers in the area are now 
carrying out door to door in¬ 
quiries and exploring CCTV 
in the area. No arrests have 
yet been made.”

Death of 
man, 81 , 
followed 
fracture 

AN 81-year-old man who 
died less than two weeks af¬ 
ter being released from hos¬ 
pital died of natural causes, 
a coroner has ruled. 

Lawrence Chambers had 
been admitted to Birming¬ 
ham City Hospital after 
suffering a fall at his home 
in Smethwick, and had an 
operation to put a pin in 
his hip after fracturing his 
femur. 

The former assembly 
worker, who was born in 
Jamaica, also suffered from 
breathing problems due to 
the swelling of his thyroid 
gland, known as a goitre, 
which was pressing on his 
trachea. 

Mr Chambers, of 
Lightswood Road, was re¬ 
leased from hospital on June 
21 last year. 

Assistant coroner for the 
Black Country Dr Andrew 
Thompson said his death 
came just nine days later, 
due to natural causes. 

Dr Martin Carey, a pa¬ 
thologist at the Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital, conducted 
the post mortem on Mr 
Chambers and said he died 
of a chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease and amyloid 
in the heart. 

Dr Carey added: “The 
strain of the fracture is not 
uncommon in elderly people 
and quite often the body 
cannot take the strain.” 

Arson attack 
on wood pile 

PLUMES of smoke were 
sent soaring into the sky af¬ 
ter arsonists torched a pile 
of scrap in Wednesbury. 

Flames engulfed the large 
pile of wood on land, off 
Friar Park Road, shortly 
after 4.40pm on Sunday.

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Family in 
shock as 
arsonist 
pours fuel 

A MOTHER watched 
in horror as an arsonist 
poured petrol through the 
front door of her home in 
Smethwick and then set it 
alight. 

Marzana Chowdhury, 
aged 37, heard the sound 
of running water and when 
she went to investigate she 
saw a pipe sticking through 
the letterbox. 

As first she thought it was 
water being poured until 
her 15-year-old son Taher 
Ahmed said he could smell 
petrol. 

She could see a man. who 
was wearing a year woolly 
hat with pink and orange 
stripes, through the glass 
in the front door but when 
she asked him what he was 
doing, he set fire to the door 
and walked away. 

Mother-of-three Marzana 
who lives at the house in 
St George Drive with her 
husband and Jaguar Land 
Rover worker Abdul Han¬ 
nan said: “I saw the pipe 
coming through the let¬ 
terbox and then this clear 
liquid which I thought was 
water. 

“My son told me it was 
petrol. I could see a man so I 
called out to him ‘ what are 
you doing? what is the prob¬ 
lem?’ and I said I was going 
to call the police. 

Police have been talking 
to people in the area to see 
if anyone saw anything at 
the time of the attack. They 
are are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses to get in touch and 
have issued a description of 
the man seen running away 
from the house at 2pm on 
Thursday. 

The man is described as 
being black, around 5ft 8ins 
tall, of medium build.

Astle legacy may be new 
device to spot concussion 



New era for centre as park’s museum

IT started off as a derelict hut - but 
the Smethwick Heritage Centre is 
about to embark on a new era. 

The centre is celebrating its 10th 
anniversary this weekend but is using 
the milestone as a launchpad for a 
new outlook. 

The hut was rescued by heritage 
centre founder David Bryant, who 
wanted to celebrate the industrial 
heritage of Smethwick. After hold¬ 
ing meetings in his living room, he 
eventually found the former park 
warden’s hut in Victoria Park as the 


perfect place to celebrate the history 
of the area. And as the centre embarks 
on a new era, with the name set to be 
changed to Smethwick’s Museum in 
the Park, Mr Bryant’s role in the cre¬ 
ation of the museum will not be for¬ 
gotten. 

Charlie Millward, a member of the 
Smethwick Heritage Centre Trust, 
said: “We are naming an exhibition 
room after David. Unfortunately, he 
died three years ago but we wanted to 
do something to remember his work. 

“He held meetings of the trust in 


his living room with his wife before 
more people came forward and then 
he moved into the derelict hut. He was 
awarded an MBE for that.” 

The mayor of Sandwell, Councillor 
Derek Rowley, will be on hand to open 
the celebrations, which will involve a 
number of exhibitions and activities. 
Mr Millward added: “We are having 
two performances from the Brandhall 
Community Choir, and lot of displays 
and exhibitions.” The event runs from 
11am to 4pm.

SCIENTISTS are developing a pitch-side 
breathalyser that can show if a footballer or 
rugby player is suffering from concussion. 

In a move that could prevent other footballers suf¬ 
fering the fate of West Bromwich Albion legend Jeff 
Astle, the trial could pave the way to making such a 
device available to professional and amateur clubs. 
Astle died from brain trauma at the age of 59. 


He was diagnosed with 
early-onset Alzheimer’s and 
as a player, was renowned 
for his prowess as an expert 
header of the ball. The aim 
is to detect chemicals in the 
breath shown to be associ¬ 
ated with concussion after a 
blow to the head. 

The potentially serious 
condition is often missed. 

Jeff Astle, who is still 
known as ‘The King’ among 
Albion fans, died from brain 
trauma at the age of 59 
after being diagnosed with 
early-onset Alzheimer’s. He 
was famous for his heading 
ability. 

Relentless 

A post mortem found that 
large areas of his brain had 
been irreversibly destroyed. 

His daughter, Claire 
Astle, said: “Dad was prob¬ 
ably the finest header of the 
ball ever in the game. 

Ten months after he died 
we attended the coroner’s 
court and the pathologist 
described how badly dam¬ 
aged dad’s brain was. 

He said there was con¬ 
siderable trauma, similar 
to the brain of a boxer. We 
can’t prove it, but I would 
suggest that dad was one of 
the very few people who as 
a lead goalscorer in the first 
division scored more goals 
with his head than his feet. 

“What people have to re¬ 
member is that it’s not just 
about the 90 minutes play¬ 
ing football on a Saturday. 
Dad’s former team-mates 
said that in training it was

relentless. They played to 
dad’s strengths and the ball 
was hit over for him to head 
continually.” 

Evidence suggests that 
repeated blows to the head 
especially can cause serious 
damage, resulting in the de- 
mentia-like symptoms seen 
in ‘punch drunk’ boxers. 

A controversial psycho¬ 
logical concussion test that 
allows a player to return 
to the game within a few 
minutes of being given the 
‘all clear’ has been strongly 
criticised. 

Speaking at the British 
Science Festival, Professor 
Tony Belli, from the Uni¬ 
versity of Birmingham, said 
chemicals associated with 
concussion can be detected 
in gases, raising the possi¬ 
bility of a breath test. 

“It would and take about 
five or 10 minutes to use,” 
he added.

Old police station 
to become homes 

A FORMER police sta¬ 
tion will be turned into 
housing after a planning 
application was given the 
go-ahead. 

The station in Perry Hill 
Road in Oldbury closed last 
year as part of cost-cutting 
plans by West Midlands 
Police. Sandwell Council 
this week approved a pro¬ 
posal by Haz Iqbal to con¬ 
vert the station into two 
semi-detached homes. 

The approval was given 
despite concerns raised 
by nearby residents over 
parking. The former sta¬ 
tion had been used for res¬ 
idential housing before it 
opened in 1998. 

1,700 beer cans 
seized by police

Council nits out over benefits row 


A FINANCE boss in Sandwell has 
launched a stinging attack on other 
councils for ‘dumping’ poor and vul¬ 
nerable people in the borough. 

Councillor Steve Eling has hit out 
at neighbouring Dudley Council as 
well as London boroughs after being 
left counting the cost of a High 
Court ruling that judged its scheme 
to clamp down on ‘benefits tourism’ 
as illegal. 

Sandwell Council implemented a 


two-year residency requirement on 
anyone wanting reductions to their 
council tax bills, after the Govern¬ 
ment cut council tax benefit. But 
the move was ruled to be illegal 
and discriminatory by a High Court 
judge. 

The verdict left Sandwell with a 
£40,000 legal bill and forced it to 
go back to the drawing board on its 
scheme to help people with their 
council tax bills. As part of the judg¬ 


ment it was revealed Dudley Coun¬ 
cil had been temporarily housing 
10 vulnerable women in a hostel in 
Blackheath, but was forced to pay 
£2,604.77 to Sandwell in council 
tax as the women could not get a 
reduction in their bills due to the 
residency rule. 

But following the judgment 
Sandwell Council may now have 
to offer reductions to such people, 
which they have previously said 


could mean a rise in bills for other 
residents. 

Councillor Steve Eling said: “We 
asked Dudley Council to tell the 
court that we had required them 
to carry out their duties in relation 
to these women, including meeting 
costs. But they refused to tell the 
court what happened. Had Dudley 
Council told the court about this 
then the outcome of the case might 
have been very different.”

TWO football legends who will be immor¬ 
talised in the West Bromwich Albion Cel¬ 
ebration statue were the star attraction 
at a fundraising event. More than 50 fans 
flocked to the Horse and Jockey pub in 
Wednesbury to meet former players Cyrille 
Regis and Brendon Batson. 

The planned 10ft bronze celebration 
statue, which will cost around £220,000, 
features both Regis and Batson as well as 
Laurie Cunningham, who were among the 
first prominent black football players in the 
country in the 1970s. Chairman of West 
Bromwich Albion Supporters’ Trust, John 


Homer, said: “The event was very well at¬ 
tended and everybody had a great night. 

Landlady of the pub Carol Fleet said: “I 
sold around 50 or 60 tickets, but I would 
have loved to have had more. I heard about 
the event and even before I moved into the 
premises here I knew I wanted to do some¬ 
thing to support as it is a very good cause.” 

Batson, Regis and Cunningham are cred¬ 
ited with helping to break down racism in 
the game and became affectionately known 
as The Three Degrees. Cunningham left the 
Baggies to play for Real Madrid but died in 
a car crash aged just 33 in 1991. 


AT the age of 14 Jodie Millard should spend 
her life thinking about things like school work 
or her favourite bands.

With the money raised, 
Jodie will be the first recip¬ 
ient of state-of-the-art pros¬ 
thetics that are currently 
not available to children on 
the NHS, and in the future 
she wants to see her organi¬ 
sation do the same for other 
kids. 

The George Salter Acad¬ 
emy pupil, from Dunkirk 
Avenue, West Bromwich, 
said she was determined to 
help others who are in her 
situation. 

She said: “When I found 
out I had cancer I obviously 
broke down, but as soon as I 
got the emotional part over 
I just had to think positive, 
because there’s nothing else 
I can do to stop it from hap¬ 
pening. 

“I think the foundation 
is great because if another 
person’s in my situation, 
they will want the best leg 
or limb possible, so this will 
help families that are not 
able.

should have the same. As 
soon as we have a charity 
number we can set a proper 
charity up, and try to adver¬ 
tise our foundation to make 
it more popular.”

David Jamieson is urging 
the Home Office to change 
the rules so that future 
polls for the post are not 
held at such short notice 
in the midst of the summer 
holidays.

He said: “It was not very 
sensible to hold an election 
costing that much in the 
middle of August and we 
have got to learn from what 
happened. I want the leg¬ 
islation revised and will be 
making representations to 
the Home Office in the hope 
that the necessary changes 
can be in place by the next 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner elections in 2016.” 

Solihull-born former La¬ 
bour Transport Minister Mr 
Jamieson, an MP for Plym¬ 
outh Devonport for 13 years 
until 2005, continued: “The 
present Government cre¬ 
ated this legislation. It was 
botched from the start.”

Council chiefs scrutinise Rotherham report 


CHILD protection bosses across the Black 
Country have revealed they are poring over 
the report into the Rotherham child sex 
scandal in a bid to see what lessons they 
can learn. 

The shocking report found at least 1,400 
children were abused in the South York¬ 
shire town over the 16-year period from 
1997 to 2013. 

The inquiry led to a Home Affairs Select 
Committee accusing police of covering up 
the extent of a child sexual exploitation 
network, while Rotherham Metropolitan 
Borough Council also came under fire for 
its handling of the abuse. 


Since the report was issued at the end 
of last month, child safeguarding teams at 
local authorities in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire have been examining its find¬ 
ings to ensure they are doing all they can to 
minimise the risks to children. 

Councillor Roger Lawrence, Leader of 
Wolverhampton City Council, said: “Our 
children’s safeguarding team is currently 
reviewing the findings from the report and 
we are determined to learn any lessons we 
can from these shocking cases. 

“Awareness of safeguarding issues is a 
key requirement for many frontline em¬ 
ployees such as social workers and licens¬ 


ing officers, and we are continuing to roll 
out awareness training to other employ¬ 
ees.“The child’s safety and welfare is al¬ 
ways our top priority.” 

Councillor Barbara Cassidy, boss of chil¬ 
dren’s services at Walsall Council, said the 
authority’s safeguarding children board 
met on the day the report was published. 

Minimising 

She said: “The independent chair asked 
the board’s Child Sexual Exploitation Com¬ 
mittee to examine the report in detail and 
satisfy itself, and the board, that we are 


doing all we can in Walsall to identify and 
combat these awful activities. 

“There are always lessons that we can 
and will learn from such cases. The council 
will be working closely with the local safe¬ 
guarding children board to examine its own 
practice in light of the report to make sure 
its practice is as robust as possible in iden¬ 
tifying, intervening and minimising the risk 
of child sexual exploitation in Walsall and 
across our region.” 

Earlier this year Sandwell Council, along 
with the other Black Country authorities, 
joined forces with West Midlands Police as 
part of the See Me, Hear Me campaign.

AS we speak I am contemplating 
taking a hammer to my mobile 
phone and smashing it to piec¬ 
es.

But the real reason why I want 
to stick with my trusty Nokia as 
long as possible comes in the 
form of the new iPhone 6 , which 
comes out on Friday. 

Now I suspect the majority of 
you know as little about this as 
I do, but apparently it is a little 
bigger than the iPhone 5, and 
will cost £549. And people have 
been camping out in London’s 
Regent’s Park just to be first in 
the queue. 

Flow tragic is that? People 
spending a week living in a tent 
just so they can pay more than a 
monkey for a telephone. Which 
does pretty much the same thing 
as my thirty-quid Nokia. 

Now there are no shortage of 
people who laugh at my phone. 
They tell me it is outdated, un¬ 
reliable, and about as cool as 
Jeremy Clarkson. And of course, 
they’re totally right. 

But you know what? I own it. 
Whereas, with all the nerdy types 
coveting the new iPhone 6 and 
tying themselves up with long 
and expensive contracts, it is the 
phone that owns them.

it’s just the ticket 
for a return to past

marks the return of two 
buses which have been 
restored to their past glory 

THEY were last seen on the 
roads of Sandwell more than 
40 years ago - but these two 
vintage buses have taken to 
the streets again. 

The two 1952 Daimler buses re¬ 
traced some of their steps as part of 
a celebration for the 100 year anni¬ 
versary of the West Bromwich Cor¬ 
poration. 

The Corporation was granted the 
power to start operating motor buses 
in 1913 with the first buses starting in 
1914, and expanded into the surround¬ 
ing areas until it was swallowed up by 
West Midlands Passenger Transport Ex¬ 
ecutive. 

They left the Black Country Living 
Museum at 10.15am last Wednesday 
before driving around the streets of 
Wednesbury and Dudley, to return back 
to the museum in the afternoon. 

Circular 

The buses have been lovingly restored 
over a number of years, and have cost 
thousands of pounds to get them back 
into the condition they were in when 
they first started their routes around the 
Black Country. 

The single-decker Daimler CVG5 had 
a seven-litre engine and has 38 seats, and 
ran the circular 28 route, which would 
have travelled around the areas of Hate- 
ley Heath, Hill Top, and West Bromwich 
town centre. 

Meanwhile, the double-decker CVG6 
has 56 seats and a nine-litre engine, 
and travelled along the Birmingham to 
Dudley route, via West Bromwich and 
Wednesbury. 

Both the vehicles entered service on

March 1, 1952, with the CVG5 being 
used until July 1967 and the dou¬ 
ble-decker until 1974. 

Gordon Ibbotson, who has helped re¬ 
store the CVG6, said: “It’s absolutely 
fantastic to see them on the road. 

“It’s an honour and a privilege to 
have been involved in it. 

“It has been eight years since we 
started out and I guess you could say it 
has been a labour of love.” 

It cost between £40,000 and £50,000 
to restore the bus, including £5,000 
spent on the Gardner 6LW engine. 


The double-decker, known as Bus 
174 due to its licence plate, was donated 
to Dudley Libraries in 1969 and stored 
in the former Midland Red garage in 
Wolverhampton. 

In the early years of the museum it 
was used to collect items - including 
Emile Doo’s chemist from Netherton 
which now stands proudly on the mu¬ 
seum’s Canal Street. 

By 1980 bus GEA 174 had moved per¬ 
manently to the museum but as a kit 
of parts after a series of unsuccessful 
restoration attempts. 


Mr Ibbotson added: “When we got the 
bus is was basically just a shell, we have 
had to lay new flooring, make new pan¬ 
elling and put in new seats. 

“But we’ve restored it to the way it 
was, it looks exactly the same now. 

“ I was a body maker in my former ca¬ 
reer so that has helped.” 

The project was part-funded by for¬ 
mer member of the CVG6 group Arthur 
Whitehouse, who left a bequeath to the 
group in his will when he died in 2010. 

The bus was finally completed late last 
year. 

The group who look after the CVG5, 
called the 156 Bus group after the ve¬ 
hicles registration plate, have owned 
the bus since it was taken off the road 
in 1967. 

Graham Harper, who is part of the 
156 Bus Group, said: “I’ve been involved 
in this group ever since we got the car 
in 1967, so it’s good to see all the hard 
work that has gone into the car paying 
off. 

Rallies 

“The bus was declared off road for 
27 years and then we restored it and it 
passed its MOT in November 2010. 

“Since then we have taken it on rallies 
and things like that, it’s always good to 
go for a ride in it. 

“We’ve had a few people waving at us 
and looking at the bus as it goes down 
the street, and a few people even put 
their hands up at a bus stop wanting to 
get on. 

“All the money that has gone into the 
restoration of it has come out of our own 
pockets so I couldn’t really put a figure 
on how much it has cost.” 

Mr Harper, a former bus driver him¬ 
self, said the group bought the bus as 
soon as it was no longer being used, so 
they could preserve it. 

Visitors to the museum were able to 
ride in the two vintage buses last Satur¬ 
day as they took over the duties of the 
usual buses for one day only.

THE National Health Service will 
be one of the main battlegrounds 
for the next election and the 
West Midlands is going to see 
some of the fiercest fights. 

The scandal of Stafford Hos¬ 
pital has spread out to others, 
with more patients being taken 
to Wolverhampton and Walsall 
for care. The brand of Stafford 
has been tainted. 

Politicians are using it as a 
stick to beat each other with. 
The Tories hold it up as an ex¬ 
ample of why Labour is no 
longer fit to oversee its own 
greatest achievement, the NHS 
itself, while Labour points to the 
downgrade of Stafford as an ex¬ 
ample of how the Tories can’t be 
trusted with it. 

Stafford itself is a marginal 
constituency. Conservative Jer¬ 
emy Lefroy has been campaign¬ 
ing as hard as anyone could for 
the hospital, but could well be 
punished if his pleas are falling 
on deaf ears with his own party. 

His Labour opponent Kate 
Godfrey has already told him to 
stand down and force a by-elec¬ 
tion to put Stafford at the top of 
the agenda. Amid the typical red 
v blue row, an alternative emerg¬ 
es. 

Karen Howells, a founding 
member of the Support Stafford 
Hospital campaign, which has 
been camped out on the lawn 
of the site to fight the planned 
downgrade, is standing for the 
National Health Action party. 

It might well be a one-issue 
party, but in Stafford it also hap¬ 
pens that its one issue is the big¬ 
gest one. 

And it would be foolish to 
write the party off as a wasted 
vote. One of its founders is Dr 
Richard Taylor, who was elected 
as an independent in Wyre For¬ 
est not once but twice. 

Neither Labour nor the Con¬ 
servatives can afford to write 
Stafford off. There is still little 
between them in the opinion 
polls and the key marginals that 
changed hands in 2010 are the 
ones that will determine who 
gets to run the country from 
2015. 

Leave it to the voting public to 
decide how much MPs get paid 
and the answer would probably 
be ‘nothing’. 

So they were all prepared for 
grumbling over the recommend¬ 
ed hike in their pay. Simply put, 
they don’t deserve it at a time of 
austerity, particularly when other 
public servants have endured a 
pay freeze. 

The problem is they didn’t de¬ 
cide that they should get it. That 
was the verdict of the independ¬ 
ent body set up to regulate their 
pay because so many of them 
couldn’t be trusted not to treat 
the taxpayer like their own per¬ 
sonal piggy bank. 

The Independent Parliamenta¬ 
ry Standards Authority was cre¬ 
ated to stop them deciding what 
they should get. And now it’s 
come to a decision they’re being 
told to intervene and overrule it, 
which sort of defeats the whole 
object.

He was awarded an 
MBE in the 2010 New 
Year’s Honours list for his 
work to improve the lives 
of people in Great Bridge. 
He died after a long illness 
on September 16, last year, 
aged 87. Sandwell Mayor 
Councillor Derek Rowley 
joined Mr Perry’s widow 
Irene at the official re¬ 
naming ceremony held on 
Tuesday at 11am.

Family hits out at failings 
behind Christina's death 


‘PREDICTABLE and preventable’ is how the 
family of a 16-year-old girl stabbed to death 
on her way to school described the attack by 
a paranoid schizophrenic. 

Relatives of Christina Edkins spoke out following 
a damning report which identified crucial failings by 
the police, prison service and NHS in failing to deal 
with the dangers posed by her attacker. 


Christina was stabbed in 
a random attack on a bus 
by Phillip Simelane, who 
had just been released from 
prison, while she was on 
her way to Leasowes High 
School in Halesowen, in 
March 2013. 

The report byBirming- 
ham CrossCity Clinical 
Commissioning Group said 
Christina’s death could have 
been prevented were it not 
for ‘missed opportunities’ by 
the authorities. 

Simelane, of Walsall, was 
sentenced to an indetermi¬ 
nate hospital order after 
pleading guilty to Christi¬ 
na’s manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished re¬ 
sponsibility at the age of 
23, in October last year. He 
had a long history of men¬ 
tal illness, but had been 
released unsupervised from 
prison three months before 
the attack. 

Christina’s great-uncle 
Chris Melia welcomed the 
publication of the report by 
Dr Alison Reed, which made 
51 recommendations calling 
for the improved sharing of 
mental health information

between agencies including 
the NHS, the police and the 
prison service. 

However, he said the fam¬ 
ily disagreed with Dr Reed’s 
conclusion that nobody 
could have predicted the 
random attack on Christina, 
which took place on a bus in 
Hagley Road, Edgbaston. 

“The report said that 
Christina’s death was pre¬ 
ventable but not predicta¬ 
ble, but we believe it was 
also predictable, we believe 
that very strongly,” he said. 
In a statement, Christina’s 
family added: “The report 
clearly shows that long-term 
failings by members of the 
police, prison-service and 
medical staff effectively to 
deal with and treat Phillip 
Simelane during 11 years of 
a developing mental illness.” 

Mr Melia added: “There 
were lots of other people 
who said how gravely ill this 
chap was, but somehow they 
didn’t seem to find it neces¬ 
sary to do anything.”

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Thugs on night out in 
brutal attach locked up 



FOUR men have been locked 
up after a brutal attack in 
Walsall town centre which 
left their victim with a ‘seri¬ 
ous, life-changing head in¬ 
jury’ and only a 10 per cent 
chance of survival. 

Chas Finch, aged 20, Callum 
McManus, 19, Ryan Perry, 20, and 
Sam Wright, 20, appeared before 
Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

The court heard how their victim, 
Jason Humpries, was punched, kicked 
and stamped on in Bradford Street in 
Walsall town centre on July 5 last year 
when the defendants were out to cele¬ 
brate McManus’ birthday. 

The assault was said to have started 
after Finch passed comment on the 
jumpers being worn by Mr Humphries 
and a friend. 

CCTV evidence shown to the court 
revealed the men walk past the victim 
and the friend before the attack in the 
early hours of the morning. The vic¬ 
tim’s friend later ran off leaving him 
surrounded by ‘a group of young men’ 
and later ‘motionless’ on the ground. 

Survive 

In a doctor’s statement, it was re¬ 
vealed that only one in 10 victims sur¬ 
vive the first two weeks following an 
attack of this nature. 

The court heard how Mr Humphries 
victim still suffers with bad headaches 
and double vision in his left eye mood 
swings and has been left with a scar 
on his head. In a statement read to the 
court, he said: “I feel that my life has 
been taken away from me. I offered 
no threat to the people who assaulted 
me.” 

The court also heard the victim - 
who was described as the ‘most in¬ 
offensive man’ - was being cared for 
by his parents and had left his part¬ 
ner and children’s home due to the

effects of his injuries. Judge Robin 
Onions sentenced Perry, of Ash Road, 
Wednesbury, to three years and two 
months in custody for inflicting griev¬ 
ous bodily harm, with an additional 
four months for breaching a previous 
court order. 

Wright, of Park Lane, Wednesbury, 


Sam Wright, who also got three years 

and McManus, of Richard Street, 
Darlaston, were handed three year 
sentences for the same offence, while 
Finch, Old Park Road, Wednesbury, 
was sentenced to 14 months for af¬ 
fray. Mr Kevin Saunders, defending 
McManus, said it was accepted that it 
was a ‘pack dog, group attack’.

IT’S a symbolic gesture to show 
solidarity to the thousands of 
Scots living in the Black Coun¬ 
try - the Saltire is flying at the 
council house in Sandwell as the 
referendum for independence in 
Scotland takes place. 

Council bosses say they hope Scot¬ 
land today votes to keep the union 
with the rest of the United Kingdom.

“I know it’s a potentially divisive issue 
but for me we should stick together and 
stay together as a United Kingdom and 
continue the great success that we have. 
I know that some Scottish people are dis¬ 
enfranchised and disengaged with politics, 
and many have said to me that they are fed 
up of having a Tory government, but that’s 
not going to be the case forever.” 

Councillor Roger Lawrence, Leader of 
Wolverhampton City Council, said: “We are 
flying the Scottish Saltire and the Union 
Flag together outside the Civic Centre to 
express our desire that the people of Scot¬ 
land vote to keep the union with the rest of 
the United Kingdom.”

How Molineux grew 
into the golden giant 


IT used to be known as a 
pleasure ground and has 
been the arena for plenty of 
happiness and every other 
emotion since. 

Molineux, Wolves’ home for 125 
years, has become one of the most 
iconic grounds in British football. 

From humble beginnings when 
the club rented it for £50 in 1889, it 
has become an instantly recognisable 
name in sport and the spiritual home 
for thousands of Wolves fans. 

From bans because of crowd trou¬ 
ble - in 1919-20 - a stand roof blow¬ 
ing down in a gale, and becoming an 
ammunitions dump during the Second 
World War, Molineux had its fair share 
of ups and downs in its first 65 years. 

But its prestige as a marquee venue 
is reflected in it hosting nine FA Cup 
semi-finals and three full England in¬ 
ternationals during that period. And 
its diversity is seen in its multiple use 
prior to Wolves moving in. Named 
after the Molineux family who took

up residence there, by the 1860s the 
grounds boasted a bandstand, boating 
lake and an ice rink, and hosted galas, 
fetes and croquet, as well as cycling 
and athletics events. 

In more recent decades, several 
non-sporting events have been held 
there, including fireworks displays, Je¬ 
hovah’s Witness conventions and even 
a Bon Jovi concert. 

Jewel 

But it’s as Wolves’ home that it is 
most synonymous. And if the club un¬ 
doubtedly put Wolverhampton on the 
map, then Molineux became the jewel 
from which its most famous export - 
Wolves - shone. 

From the towering South Bank to 
the Molineux Street Stand and its 
much-loved eye-catching multi-span 
gabled roof, Molineux has always been 
distinctive. And as one of the first 


football grounds to erect floodlights in 
1953, it was seen to be innovative. 

Those themes were reflected on the 
pitch too. Through the experimental 
Major Frank Buckley in the pre-war 
years to the glory of the all-conquering 
Stan Cullis era, Molineux witnessed 
plenty of highlights in its first six-and- 
a-half decades. Wolves’ first Football 
League title came in 1954, but later 
that year came Molineux’s most fa¬ 
mous match when the mighty Honved 
were beaten. 

By the end of the 1930s when Wolves 
twice finished runners-up in the 
League, they were attracting crowds 
of 50,000 plus and a record attendance 
of 61,315 for the visit of Liverpool in 
the FA Cup fifth round in 1939. 

But there were even better times 
to come. At the end of its 65th year, 
Molineux became the nerve centre of a 
nation glued to their TV sets watching 
grainy footage of a game that has gone 
down as a landmark moment in Brit¬ 
ish football history. Wolves toppled the 
crack Hungarian side 3-2 and were de¬ 
clared ‘champions of the world’.

LEWIS Carrington was born to be a star. 
A natural funnyman, he won the nation’s 
hearts in the TV documentary Grimefighters. 

Known as Lew to his friends, he laughs 
easily as he recalls his brush with fame and 
as the unlikely adopted ambassador for the 
city of Wolverhampton. 

Topping 1,500 members of his 
Grimefighters’ Fan Club on social networking 
website Facebook, Lew had his supporters 
clamouring for him to appear in the New 
Year’s Honours list. 

Still a well-known character on the city 
streets four years after sharing his unique 
take on life before the cameras, Lew is now 
enjoying retirement from his life of grime 


and a cameo appearance on Harry Hill’s Get 
Toasted. 

But hidden beneath the smiles and 
priceless one-liners, the jovial comic genius 
was struggling with another often-comedic 
subject - dentures. 

And indirectly, the former environmental 
waste operative owes his celebrity status to 
an ill-fitting set of them. “I could have retired 
from the council earlier, but wanted to save 
enough money to get my problem fixed,” 
says Lew. 

Wife Gill adds: “He’d seen the stones in 
the papers about how other people had their 
problems sorted out and had also done a lot 
of internet research.” 


Lew, aged 67, of Wednesfield, was cared 
for by Steven Burchell Dip CDT RCS(Eng) 
GDC108353, principal at the Denture Clinic 
and Jonathon Pugh BDS MSc (Implant 
Dentistry) GDC 62663, principal of Total 
Implant Solutions in Tettenhall Road, 
Wolverhampton. 

Friendly staff 

The two clinicians share a long-standing 
working relationship. 

Says Lew: ”1 was using a bucket-load of 
fixative just to keep my teeth in. They’d be 
okay for half-an-hour and then they’d be 
dancing all over the place. 


“My top denture wasn’t too bad, but the 
lower moved all around with eating and 
laughing was risky. I’d had the trouble for 
years - every time I’d have a bit of tough 
steak, I was done for. 

“I was a bit apprehensive, but I need not 
have been. I had two implants to stabilise 
my lower denture and I never felt a thing. 
I expected a lot of discomfort, but after a 
couple of days I was absolutely fine. 

“Steve made me the over-dentures for the 
bottom and a new top set of teeth. They 
are absolutely great. Nothing was too much 
trouble for any of the friendly staff and going 
to see Steve was a pleasure. 

“Going to the dentist had never been 


so good and I am over the moon with the 
results.” 

On his star role in Grimefighters, Lew 
recalls: “There were some funny moments. 
We’d had a call to pick up a dead cat in 
Penfields. They said the animal was on the 
end of a drive. I looked everywhere and 
couldn’t see it. 

“There was a charity collection going on 
in the road where people had left clothing in 
bags for pick up. By the time I’d found out 
that the cat had been put into one of them, 
it had been collected by the chanty and the 
van was disappearing down the road. 

“Somebody was gong to get a surprise,” 
adds Lew with a wry smile.

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2.7m visit Brum’s

Lit up at night - the Library of Birmingham, which 
has celebrated a successful first year of operation 


AROUND 2.7million visitors have been welcomed through 
the doors of the £190 million Library of Birmingham since 
it opened a year ago. Standing high over Centenary Square, 
the library, which is the biggest of its kind in Europe, has 
become a landmark in the city centre. 

More than 800,000 members are signed up to the library, 
21,000 sessions are booked on the public computers every 
month and nearly 5,000 people are logging onto the free 
WiFi. Members have also borrowed over 316,000 books, 
music, films and other items from the Library of Birming¬ 
ham in the past year. The library, which is home to almost 
one million books, also won plenty of awards and accolades. 

The building has also been designed to break the tradi¬ 
tional rules of a library by providing areas where people 
can socialise and relax.Brian Gambles, director, said the 
number of visitors to the library since it opened on Septem¬ 
ber 3, 2013 was double the annual figure at the old Central 
Library. To mark the first anniversary on September 30, 
they will host Word Up! - a day of activities, performances, 
music, poetry and reading-related fun for all ages.

THE number of young people who are not 
in education, employment or training in the 
Black Country has fallen during the last year, 
it has emerged. 

The latest figures show 5.4 per cent of 16 to 18 year 
olds across the region were not studying or working 
in May this year, compared to 7.5 per cent at the 


same point in 2013. 

In a report compiled by 
the Government’s Client 
Caseload Information Sys¬ 
tem, the Black Country is 
shown to be bucking the 
national trend for the age 
group. 

The figure for the UK is 
now 5.4 per cent - around 
800,000 - which represents 
a slight increase on last 
year. Across the four Black 
Country authorities a total 
of 2,210 people aged 16 to 
24 were not in education, 
employment or training 
known as NEET as of May 
this year. 

Council chiefs in the re¬ 
gion said they were pleased 
the figures had dropped and 
said it was the result of hard 
work. 

This year’s figure in 
San dwell was 602, a drop of 
2.2 per cent on 2013.

boost for an age group that 
was one of the hardest hit 
by the rise in unemploy¬ 
ment during the financial 
crisis. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said the fall was down to 
improved advice and guid¬ 
ance for young people and 
an increase in the range 
and quality of post-16 
training courses on offer. 
The authority has recently 
launched the Sandwell 
Guarantee in a bid to create 
thousands of jobs and ap¬ 
prenticeships. 

The scheme pairs young 
people with businesses seek¬ 
ing to fill new posts, with 
the authority pledging to 
split the cost of wages 50/50 
for up to a year. In Dudley 
there was a 1.5 per cent fall.

A JUDO club has raised £1,100 for the son of 
a Black Country mother who died of cancer 
aged just 22. 

Samurai Judo Club held a competition and train¬ 
ing day for girls in honour of Jessica Evans to help 
raise funds for her two-year-old son Riley. Club 
members were touched by Jessica’s battle with cer¬ 
vical cancer. 


Jessica, from Oldbury, 
died earlier this year. She 
had been refused a smear 
test nine times because 
she was not considered old 
enough. 

Sponsors at the fundrais¬ 
ing event included A Touch 
Of Class and Tan Lane Pet 
Shop from Stourport, No. 
93 Cafe from Bewdley and 
personal trainer Morgan 
Evans. 

The event was run al¬ 
most entirely by the girls 
and women from the club in 
Zortech Avenue, Kiddermin¬ 
ster. Nine of the club’s girls 
officiated as junior referees, 
while others ran the con¬ 
trol table, the kitchen and 
a raffle table. Riley and his 
father, Jamie, came to the 
club to be presented with a 
cheque by Lauren Fletcher 
and Olivia Turner, two of 
the Samurai medallists from 
the competition. 

Laura Dangerfield, one 
of the club’s coaches, said

Jessica’s friends and fam¬ 
ily have been campaigning 
for a change in the rules 
around smear tests. The 
NHS says screening women 
under 25 would do more 
harm than good as tests can 
produce inaccurate readings 
leading to unnecessary and 
harmful investigations and 
treatment. The lower age of 
25 was raised from 20 after 
advice from the Advisory 
Committee on Cervical Can¬ 
cer Screening. 

Jessica’s mother Marie, 
aged 46, of Harvington 
Road, Oldbury, said: ““I had 
to watch while my beautiful 
daughter deteriorated. In 
the end she wasn’t able to 
see or look after herself. She 
asked only one thing - we 
do something to ensure no 
other young woman had to 
go through what she did.”

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Prices at 
a record 
level for 
property 


HOUSE prices in the West Midlands reached 
a new record high in July - with the average 
property now valued at £198,000. 

Figures from the Office for National Statistics 
show prices have soared 7.3 per cent from the pre¬ 
vious high of £184,000. UK house prices have also 
reached a new record high of £272,000 on average 
after surging by 11.7 per cent over the last year. 


The West Midlands was 
one of several UK regions 
that saw house prices reach 
fresh all-time highs in July, 
with it, the East Midlands 
and the South West now 
joining London, the East 
and the South East in hav¬ 
ing price levels higher than 
their pre-financial crisis 
peaks of 2007-2008. 

Charles Haresnape, boss 
of new British bank Alder- 
more, said: “The housing 
market picked up momen¬ 
tum again in July as we saw 
record numbers of first time 
buyers entering the fray 
assisted by the Help to Buy 
scheme and increasingly 
competitive mortgage deals. 

“The pace of growth has 
picked up all around the 
country which is fine if 
you’re an existing owner 
but really piles on the pres¬ 
sure for those still wanting 
to buy. I sense that there is 
a growing sense of urgency 
among borrowers.” 

Property values in London 
continue to rise faster than 
the rest of the country, re¬ 
cording a 19.1 per cent year- 
on-year jump and taking the 
average property price in 
the capital to £514,000. On 
a month-on-month basis, 
property values increased 
by 1.6 per cent across the

UK between June and July. 
House prices in England are 
now 13 per cent above their 
previous high, while those 
in Scotland have climbed to 
0.7 per cent above previous 
peak levels. 

The report also showed 
that first-time buyers face 
having to pay 13.5 per cent 
more to get on the property 
ladder than they did a year 
ago - and the ONS said this 
is the highest annual in¬ 
crease recorded for this sec¬ 
tor since March 2005. 

The average price paid by 
a first-time buyer in July 
this year was £209,000. 

Figures released by the 
Council of Mortgage Lend¬ 
ers (CML) showed that 
the number of mortgages 
handed out to first-time 
buyers passed 30,000 in 
July, marking the first time 
this has happened during 
a one-month period since 
August 2007. But first-time 
buyers are typically having 
to borrow record amounts to 
get on the property ladder, 
with the average size of a 
new loan taken out by this 
sector standing at £127,500 
in July, according to the 
CML’s figures.

CELEBRATED Russian 
playwright Anton Chekhov 
was a medical man, which 
may explain his clinical, 
approach to his characters. 
What is not so well known 
about the author of The 
Cherry Orchard, Uncle Van¬ 
ya, Three Sisters and The 
Seagull, is that before he 
wrote these plays he had 
created one remarkable 
work of non-fiction. 

In 1890 Chekhov made a 
3,000 mile journey across 
Siberia to Sakhalin Island, 
where he interviewed thou¬ 
sands of prisoners. These in¬ 
terviews and his experiences 
on the island prompted a 
book that is a powerful ev¬ 
ocation of place and suffer¬ 
ing. It has led to a bleak and 
challenging piece of theatre. 

The Russian Doctor is a 
blend of chilling video im¬ 
agery by 59 Productions, at¬ 
mospheric music by Johnny 
Pilcher and Ewan Campbell 
and physical performance by 
Andrew Dawson. He gives a 
softly-spoken description of 
Chekhov’s experiences be¬ 
fore contorting his body in 
a representation of pain by 
turns surreal, obtuse and 
disturbing.

It’s the silent killer. With no taste, odour or 
colour, carbon monoxide (CO) hides in the 
winter shadows.

Incorrectly 
installed or poorly maintained boilers, cookers 
or fires are the most common sources of carbon 



monoxide, and with Gas Safety Week taking 
place 15th - 21st September, we’ve put together 
some information that should help to keep you, 
and your family, safe over the cold months. 

As summer draws to a close, winter nights are 
fast approaching. And when the temperature 
drops, what’s the first thing we all do? Turn on 
the heating. There’s nothing better than sitting 
in a warm living room, doors and windows shut 
with the fire warming your toes. 


But for many people, especially the elderly, it’s 
these conditions that can prove to be the most 
deadly. Because CO has no smell, taste or colour, 
it’s impossible to know if you’re breathing it 
in, which is why it’s so important to get your 
appliances tested every 12 months. 

What is carbon monoxide? 

Carbon monoxide is released when fuels such 
as gas, oil, coal or wood don’t burn fully. For 
example, when a fire burns in an enclosed space, 
such as a living room, the oxygen is gradually 
used up and replaced with carbon dioxide. The 
lack of oxygen means the fuel can’t burn, and so 
it releases carbon monoxide into the air. 

After breathing in carbon monoxide, it enters 
the bloodstream where it attaches to red blood 
cells. When this happens, the blood is no longer 
able to carry oxygen around the body. There are 
various warning signs you can look out for if 
you suspect you are inhaling CO. The symptoms 
of CO poisoning are very similar to many 
common illnesses, such as flu or food poisoning 
and can include headaches, nausea, dizziness, 
drowsiness, lack of energy, muscular weakness 
and chest or stomach pains. 

If you suspect that you are the victim of CO 
poisoning, ask yourself: 

- Are other people in my house feeling unwell too? 

- When I leave the house for a period of time (for 
example, going on holiday or a weekend away) 
do I start to feel better? 

If the answer is yes to either of these questions, 
you may be suffering from carbon monoxide 
poisoning. Make sure to turn off all fuel burning 
appliances, including fires, boilers and cookers 
and open the windows. Move away from the 
building, seek medical attention and call a Gas 
Safe registered engineer to diagnose the problem 
and make repairs. 


Aside from feeling 
poorly, there are 
other warning 
signs to look out 
for that can tell 
you if you have a 
CO leak. A simple 
one is to take a 
look at the colour 
of the flame in your 
boiler. A blue flame 
is a healthy flame, 
but a yellow flame 
means danger and 
we recommend 
taking the steps 
listed above. 

A pilot light that frequently goes out is another 
warning sign, along with black sooty marks 
around your appliances. 

Who is at risk? 

CO, even in small quantities is extremely 
poisonous. The elderly community, pregnant 
women, young children and babies and those 
with breathing problems or heart disease are 
especially at risk. 

During the cold winter months, many elderly 
homeowners inadvertently put themselves at 
risk of CO poisoning by spending large amounts 
of time in unventilated rooms with gas fires. For 
those with mobility problems who sleep in the 
living room, the risk is even greater. But you can 
significantly reduce this risk and protect yourself 
and your family by taking a few simple steps. 



Just like you’d fit a smoke alarm to warn you if 
your house was on fire, a carbon monoxide alarm 
will alert you if the CO levels in your house are 
high. All of your gas appliances, including your 
gas boiler, gas cooker and gas fire should be gas 
safety checked once a year and serviced regularly 
according to manufacturer’s instructions, by a 
Gas Safe registered engineer. Your engineer will 
check the appliance is working correctly, that any 
ventilation routes are clear and working properly 
and that the safety devices are working. Lastly, 
don’t attempt to fit a gas appliance yourself. It 
can be incredibly dangerous.

This includes a peer support 
programme from the previous 
year 7 group who become 
Year 7 ambassadors and help 
them settle into their new 
surroundings.

Students who are successful 
in securing one of these 
prestigious places receive 
specialised support in their 
particular talent. For example 
musicians receive free 
instrumental / vocal tuition 
with their fees paid. They 
also follow a slightly different 
timetable to develop their 
talent without impacting on 
their academic progress.

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What’s not 
to like in 
great value 
fast hatch

Ford’s Fiesta ST has long been the thinking 
person’s fast hatchback. This latest one is no 
exception. 

With 182PS on tap, it keeps things real and the pric¬ 
ing looks great as well. Ford has certainly put down 
a serious marker. The plushest ST3 version adds sat 
nav, keyless entry, cruise control, auto headlamps 
and wipers, power folding mirrors and electronic cli¬ 
mate control that many owners will want. 

So-called ‘warm hatches’ have often been a tricky sell. 
Why? Because there’s usually a faster version that’s more 
desirable. Warm hatches are usually bought by younger 
drivers who want the faster car but can’t afford the insurance 
bills. There is an exception. Ford’s Fiesta would appear to 
be the perfect candidate for a searing hot hatch, but in re¬ 
cent years, instead of a fire-breathing RS model, the pinna¬ 
cle of Fiesta sporting ambition has been the ST line. But the 
‘Sports Technologies’ variant has usually been a great car 
in its own right. 

Now we’ve got another Fiesta ST to compare with earli¬ 
er standard setters. Instead of the 150PS it had in previous 
generation form, it gets a heftier 182PS. Does this lift it into 
a more serious price category? Not a bit of it. Ford has kept 
the pricing keen, so much so that we suspect that some 
manufacturers of this Fiesta’s opposition are starting to feel 
more than a little worried. 

The top ST3 version we’re going to look at here costs an 
extra £1,000, but still manages to look good value against 
many obvious rivals. 

Ford has developed new chassis and suspension compo¬ 
nents to improve the ride quality and refinement of the car 
and further enhanced the Ford Electronic Power Assisted 
Steering system. 

Unique suspension and steering tuning and better Torque 
Vectoring Control (eTVC) combines with a 15mm lower ride 
height to deliver the requisite dynamic improvements over 
what is already a very good chassis. 

Ostentatious 

Ford produce the Fiesta ST in both three and five door 
guises, but there are no plans to import the five-door car to 
the UK. But when the three-door model looks this good, I 
doubt too many tears will be shed. The big front grille (which 
can look a bit ostentatious on an ordinary poverty-spec Fies¬ 
ta supermini) works well with the ST’s more extrovert body 
styling. That runs to an imposing black honeycomb trape¬ 
zoidal front grille, plus a large rear spoiler with twin air vents 
and twin exhaust. 

Colour choices including Molten Orange and Spirit Blue 
and an optional style pack adds red brake calipers and grey 
alloy wheels to pump up the aggression a bit. 

The rising beltline of the Fiesta in profile doesn’t seem to 
bode well for the rear seat passengers in this three-door car 
but the Fiesta surprises with decent legroom and headroom 
that’s manageable even for a six-footer. The windows are 
small and set high up, so light isn’t abundant in the back but 
the shopping bags, coats and road atlases that owners will 
store there most of the time won’t be overly worried. 

Standard spec for all Fiesta STs runs to 17in alloy wheels, 
a body styling kit with a chromed dual exhaust pipe, a 
Quickclear heated windscreen, front fog lights, a Thatcham 
Category 1 alarm, a leather-trimmed ST steering wheel and 
gearshift knob with red stitching plus a decent quality ste¬ 
reo system incorporating a DAB digital radio. There’s also 
Ford’s clever Bluetooth/USB SYNC connectivity and the ‘My 
Key’ system via which you can tailor the systems of the car 
to your own settings communicated to it via the ignition key. 

The whole point of sporty Fiestas has been to offer a 
generous slice of fun coupled with modest running costs. 
It was always thus with the old XR2 and it continues with 
this generation ST. Even with 182PS on tap, you’ll still see 
47.9mpg on the combined cycle with emissions pegged at 
a very reasonable 138g/km. That compares well with cars 
like the 208 GTI, which manages 139g/km and the Fabia 
vRS at 148g/km. 

It’s hard to see how Ford could have done a lot better with 
the Fiesta ST. Warm hatches are usually a difficult thing to 
position as there will always be that nagging feeling that if 
you just saved a little more, you could be in something more 
exciting, but the ST has long stood up very well as a model 
in its own right. 

With 182PS on tap translating into a sprint to 62mph of 
just 6.9 seconds, this Fiesta is quicker than many of the 
proper hot hatches of not so very long ago. It’ll most certain¬ 
ly out-handle some fairly illustrious names as well. 

An integral part of bringing a warm hatch to market is 
managing costs and it’s here that the Ford really plays its 
trump card. It gets 47.9mpg on the combined fuel economy 
cycle and emissions are rated at just 138g/km - but the big¬ 
gest draw is certain to be the price tag. 

At just £17,000, the base model is very tempting and even 
in the £19,000 ST3 guise we’ve looked at here, it still strong¬ 
ly pays the value card.

for it.These are our supporters and we need 
our supporters to support us and not do 
things like that. 

“You can understand frustration, but it’s 
not like we’re not trying.” 

Albion were booed off at full-time and 
Foster said: “It’s disappointing. You never 
want to hear that. We are definitely a much 
better team than last season but it’s just 
not going for us at the minute.” 

Brunt, who signed a new deal in the sum¬ 
mer, received similar treatment from fans 
during a New Year’s Day defeat to Fulham 


in 2013. On Saturday he booted a water 
bottle and threw down his tracksuit top in 
anger after making his way to the bench. 

Disappointed 

Boss Alan Irvine said: “He’s bitterly dis¬ 
appointed.
